PEKING THREATENED 
WN TWO DIRECTIONS 
BY CANTON ARMIES 


Tientsin Also Is Menaced 
by Northern Thrust 
of Southerners. 


AMERICANS LEAVING 
‘ALL YANGTZE POINTS 


Appeal for Unity in the Kno- 
mintang Is Issued by 
Gang Chin Wei. 


Peking, China, April 5 (By A. P.).— 
The field of operations of China’s grim 
civil war has shifted so steadily from 
the Yangtze Valley to the north that 
Peking itself, ancient historic seat of 
the government of China and the capi- 
tal of the northerners, now appears 
definitely threatened. 

The danger comes from two dlirec- 
tions, first the northward drive along 
the Tientsin-Pukow railway by the 
Cantonese and, secondly, a possible 
sweep from the northwest by Marshal 
Feng Yu-Hsing, once known as the 
“Christian general” and leader of the 
Kuominchun or national people's 
army. 

The Cantonese threat, coming as it 
does on the heels of the successful 
Cantonese occupation of the great 
Yangtze valley, completed by the cap- 
ture of Shanghai and Nanking, is di- 
rected primarily at Tsinanfu, the capi- 
tal of Shantung, and Tientsin, im- 
portant northern railway center. 
Should Tientsin be seriously endanger- 
ed, the powerful and undefeated forces 
of Marshal Chang Tso-Lin, the Man- 
churian war lord, would be forced to 
withdraw from Peking, since Tientsin 
offers their only line of communication 
with Manchuria, their base. 


Chang Still a Factor. 


Gen. Chang Tsung-Chang, the 
Shantungese leader, who has large and 

T camwia forces at Suchowfu in 
the province of Kiangsu, is believed to 
offer the most serious obstacle to the 
Cantonese drive. Military experts ex- 
press the opinion that if he is willing 
to fight he could easily withstand the 
Cantonese, but his recent collapse in 
the defense of Shanghai and Nanking 
has raised doubts as to his intentions. 
Should treachery or Cantonese propa- 
ganda behind his lines break down 
Gen. Chang’s defense, first Tsinfu 
would be endangered and then Tient- 
sin. 

Any congestion of railroad service 
at Tientsin because of the possible 
withdrawal of Manchurian troops from 
Peking would be certain to make the 
evacuation of foreigners in the north 
extremely difficult. 

The threat on Peking by Feng Yu- 
Hsiang has not reached an active stage 
but is present nevertheless. Feng was 
driven out of Peking a year ago by 
the combined forces of Chang Tso-Lin 
and Wu Pei-Fu. The latter who is 
governor of Honan, is now at odds with 
Chang Tso-Lin and has met several 
severe reverses at the hands of his 
erstwhile colleague. These reverses are

TO SAGCO AND VANZETTI 


Supreme Court of Massachu- 
setts Upholds Trail Judge 
and Prosecutor in Case. 


DEATH SENTENCE SHORTLY 


Boston, Mass., April 5 (By A. P.).—A 
new trial for Nicola Sacco and Bar- 
tolomeo Vanzetti, convicted of murder 
in a case which attracted world-wide at- 
tention, was refused by the Massachu- 
setts supreme court today. The court 
upheld the refusal of Judge/ Webster 
Thayer, of the superior court, to grant 
& new trial, sought on the basis of an 
alleged confession by Celestino Ma- 
deiros, under death sentence for ah- 
other murder. 

Today’s decision means that the long- 
delayed sentence will .be pronounced 
shortly by the superior court. In this 
State the penalty for murder in the 
first degree is death in the electric 
chair at the State prison. 

The decision overruled all the excep- 
tions taken by counsel for Sacco and 
Vanzetti to the rulings of Judge Thayer 
in the course of the original trial and 
in the hearings on motions for a new 
trial. Their counsel have not yet indi- 
cated whether an appeal will be taken 
to the United States Supreme Court. 

The decision of the full bench of the 
supreme court was handed down by 
Judge William C. Wait. It held that 
there was no abuse of discretion by 
Judge Thayer in ruling that no reli- 
ance could be placed on the confession 
of Celestino Madeiros that he commit- 
ted the murders of which the two men 
were convicted. 

In upholding the course of the dis- 
trict attorney’s office of Norfolk county 
in conducting the case, the court said: 

“The prosecuting officer is violating 
no canon of legal ethics in presenting 
evidence which tends to show guilt 
while failing to call witnesses in whom 
he has no confidence or whose testi- 
mony contradicts what he is trying 
to prove.”

FACE TERMS IN PRISON 


New York, April 5 (By A. P.).—A 
jury in general sessions court late this 
afternoon found guilty the 22 individu- 
als and 1 corporation charged with 
presenting in the play “Sex” a produc- 
tion tending to corrupt the morals 
of youth. Five hours’ deliberation were 
necessary. The Sixty-third Street 
Theater Corporation, owners of the 
theater where “Sex” was produced and 
raided by the police, was acquitted. 

The defendants will be sentenced 
April 19. The law provides not less 
than ten days nor more than a year 
in jail, or not less than 850 nor more 
than $1,000 fine, or botk, as punish- 
ment for each of them. 

Those convicted were Mae West, the 
Star; her leading man, Barrie O'Neal; 
eighteen other members of the cast, 
and James A. Timoney and Clarence 
W. Morganstern, managers of the pro- 
duction. 

The corporation convicted was the 
Morals Productions Corporation. John 
Cort, principal owner of the Sixty-third 
Street theater, was dismissed as an in- 
dividual defendant by Judge Donellan 
earlier today. 

Two male members of the cast broke 
down when lined up to give their fin- 
ger prints after return of the verdict.

COOLIDGE NOT TO RUN 
IN 1928, SAYS MOSES

Prosecution Demands His 
Life; Wife Pleads 
for Him. 


ACCUSED SAYS MIND 
BLANK ON FATAL DAY 


Mrs. Ridgeway Holds Her 
Baby While Telling Fairfax 
Court of Murders. 


(From a Staff Correspondent.) 

Fairfax Courthouse, Va., April 5.— 
After eight drama-crowded hours of 
testimony in the 127-year-old court- 
house here today; the murder trial of 
Louis 8S. Boersig was adjourned until 
tomorrow morning. 

Some time tomorrow the jury will 
decide whether Boersig murdered 7- 
year-old Loretta Ridgeway, outside of 
Alexandria, Va., just a month and two 
days ago. 

The jury also will prescribe the 
punishment. The prosecution today 
demanded the death penalty. Should 
such a penalty be imposed, Boersig 
would go to the electric chair in Rich- 
mond. 

Boersig also is charged with killing 
Loretta Ridgeway’s sister, 6-year-old 
Kathleen, and of assaulting their 
mother, Mrs. Minnie Ridgeway. The 
motive for the crime, according to the 
prosecution, was robbery. Boersig is ac- 
cused of stealing $83 after knocking 
senseless the mother and her two 
daughters. 


Insists Memory Lost. 


Bad liquor and a “bad memory” con- 
stituted the keystone of Boersig’s de- 
fense this afternoon. He said that he 
kad suffered a mental “blank” on the 
day the crime was committed. 

He testified that he had been drink- 
ing on the day of the crime and did 
not know what he had done nor where 
he had been between the hours of 11 
and 4 o’clock. The crime took place 
shortly after noon. 

Although he pleaded “not guilty” to 
the indictment charging him with 
Loretta Ridgeway's murder, Boersig did 
not specificaly. deny his guilt on the 
witness stand. His answer to all ques- 
tions was that he did not remember. 
He did say, however, that he did not 
think he was capable of committing 
such a horrible crime. 

Commonwealth’s Attorney Wilson 
Farr, the prosecutor, declared sarcasti- 
cally that Boersig’s “bad memory” was 
simply a “convenient memory.” 


Two Women on Stand.

Virginia Legislators Believed 
_to Want Winner on 
Any Platform. 


Declaration by Senator Glass, of vVir- 
ginia, that Gov. Alfred Smith of New 
York can be elected President by ‘he 
Democrats, caused something of a mild 
sensation in both Democratic and Re- 
publican political circles here yesterday. 

The declaration of the senator wus 
reported in an Associated Press dispatch 
received here from Asheville, N. C., 
quoting an interview with Senator 
Glass published in the Asheville Citizen, 
in the course of which he declared 
Smith can be elected President despite 
the fact that he is a Catholic.

Leader, edited by John Stewart Bryan, 
is reported to be ready to support the 
New. York governor’s cause. The news- 
paper is a strong supporter of Senator 
Glass. 


Statement by Senator. 


Senator Glass was quoted as follows: 

“IT am sure Al Smith understands 
that the Presidency means nothing at 
all in the fight to modify prohibition. 
The B-@ ‘ent can not change the Cor- 
stitution. He can not even veto a joint 
resolution passed by Congress submit- 
ting the matter to the States ard his 
influence with Congress on such an 
issue would be negligible. 

“Yet for some reason the people who 
talk about electing « President on a 
wet issue lose sight of that particular 
consideration. The President has noth- 
ing to do with it. When a Democratic 
President, Woodrow Wilson, did veto 
the Volstead act, Congress thought 60 
little of his leadership on the matter 
that it passed the act over his veto.” 


Not Party Issue. | 


“Prohibition is not a party issue 
Prohibition was not passed by the 
Democrats or by the Republicans but 
by men of both parties and with no 
regard for party lines. It was a moral 
issue. 

“So why in heaven's name should the 
Democrats make the eighteenth amend- 
ment a party issue in the next na- 
tional campaign, as though electing a 
wet President would affect the prohibi- 
tion law?. I can not believe that the 
sensible in the party will try anything 
so foolish. If they do they might just 
as well take the Presidency to the Re- 
publicans on a silver platter and make 
them a present of it. They might just 
as well take their party out and dump 
it out on the scrap heap.”

REBELS OF NIGAAAGUA 
REPORTED IN UTTER ROUT 


End of Revolution at Hand, 
Says Minister, Following 
Cablegram. 


RETREAT HELD HOPELESS 


Rout of the Nicaraguan rebel forces 
was announced last night in a cable- 
gram received by the Nicaraguan Min- 
ister, Dr. Alejandro Cesar, and the end 
of the revolution is considered close 
at hand. 

Muy Muy has fallen into the hands 
of the Diaz forces and the revolution- 
ary army is in hopeless retreat, accord- 
ing to the advices. 

The following statement was issued 
by Dr. Cesar: ; 

“At 6G o’clock this morinng the 
final offensive was started by the Diaz 
forces. The battle occurred at Muy 
Muy, where the rehels had concentrat- 
ed their main forces of more than 
1,000 men. 

“The rebels were attacked at dawn by 
a government force headed by Gen. 
Salvadore Reyes, Gen. Carlos Rivers, 
and Gen. Delgadillo. After a fierce but 
hopeless resistance, the rebels were 
forced back out of the city with great 
loss.

Chicago, IIl., April 5 (By A. P.).— 
William Hale “Big Bill” Thompson, Ree 
publican mayor of Chicago from 1915 to 
1923, today was elected to that office 
for the third time. 

Thompson, who conducted his camt» 
paign with a slogan of “America first, " 
won over Mayor William E. Dever, Dem- 
ocratic incumbent, in one of the bite 
terest and most closely contested elece 
tions in Chicago’s history. Dr. John 
Dill Robertson, who ran as an inde- 
pendent, offered no serious opposition. 

With 115 scattered precinots missing 
the vote from 2,269 precincts gave 
Thompson 485,270; Dever, 413,743, and 
Robertson, 48,562. 

These figures gave Thompson &@ 
plurality of 71,527 and a majority of 
22,965 and indicated that his final 
plurality would be around 75,000 votes 
and his majority about 25,000. In the 
precincts reporting 947,575 votes were 
cast, indicating the final vote would be 
near 1,000,000. 

Thompson, it was shown, carried 26 
wards and Dever carried 24, but Thomp- 
son piled up a plurality of more than 
55,000 in the second, third and fourth 
wards, all in the heart of the black 
belt. He added another 4,000 from a 
ward in the West Side negro district 
so that upward of 60,000 of his indi: 
cated 75,000 plurality was obtained in 
the four wards in the negro district. 


Disturbances Are Minor. : 


Despite the record-breaking vote and 
the injection into the bitter campaign 
of personal animosities, religious and 
race issues, the election was singularly 
free of disorder. Except for a few 
minor disturbances no trouble was re- 
ported, although less than three days 
ago there had been discussion of calling 
out troops to maintain order. 

The record-breaking vote also Was 
counted in record-breaking time and 
four hours after the polls closed at @ 
o’clock virtually the entire —ee 
vote had been tabulated. 

Despite the fact that both Thompeeih 
and Dever had forecast victory by from 
150,000 to 200,000 votes, the winning 
plurality was one of the closest ever 
returned and was far the closet ever 
returned in a mayoralty election for 
so large a vote. 

The election campaign, which af 
times took on many of the character- 
istics of a three-ring circus, with each 
of the candidates providing amuse- 
ment, tonight wound up with a big 
celebration as soon as Thompson’s 
victory was assured. 

New Brooms Distributed. 

Around the city hall great crowds 
gathered and Thompson's supporters 
gleefully handed out hundreds of new 
brooms, with the comment that the 
new mayor upon his return to the city 
hall after a four year’s absence would 
“sweep the building clean.” 

Dr. John, Dill Robertson, at one time 
city health commissioner under Thomp- 
son and running as an independent 
candidate with a slogan of “People’s 
@wnership, smash crime rings” and 
with the backing of Fred Lundin, once 
Thompson's principal backer, .ran @ 
poor third, with an indicated vote of 
about 50,000. 


King Made an Issue. 


Thompson conducted his campaign 
on a platform of “America first,” exe 
pressing oppositicn to prohibition, the 
world court and to interference of fore 
eign nations in American affairs. He 
referred frequently to the King of Enge- 
land, who, he said, was trying to dom¢- 
inate Amercian affairs. 

The race issue was brought into the 
campaign when Thompson espouse? the 
cause Of South Side negroes following 
recent police raids in the black belt 
and frequent references were made by 
campaign workers to the religious afe 
filiations of the candidates. 

Thompson, following a hot Repube 
lican primary, in which he was ops 
posed by Edward R. Litszinger, piled up 
the largest plurality in the city’s hise 
tory. He was supported in his came 
paign by most of the Republican face 
tions, but principally by that headed by 
Robert E. Crowe, State’s attorney. 

Thompson was born in Massachue 
setts, the son of Willlam Eale and 
Medora Gale Thompson. He came here 
while a child and later spent ~ome time 
on ranches in the West, where he be- 
gan wearing the cowboy hats, always 
associated with him. He inhcrited a 
large fortune and later entered politics,

VIRGINIA SENATE PASSES 
COND TITUTION MEASURE 


Republican Leaders Fail to 
Obtain More Liberal Vot- 
ing Requirements. 


BILL NOW IN CONFERENCE 


(From a Staff Correspondent.) 
Richmond, Va., April 5:—-The Senate 
today passed im amended form the bill 
revising the State’s constitution: Re- 


vision of thé instrument originally 
written by George Mason and revised 
in 1905, was one of Gov. Byrd’s cam- 
paign pledges and one of the reasons 
for the extra session. 

As adopted by the Senate, the bill 
substantially embraces the recom- 
mendations of the Prentis commission, 
which made an exhaustive study of the 
subject. It also carries the original 
preamble of Mason’s bill of rights, 
which the constitution tinkerers have 
changed back and forth in their delib- 
erations. The question was whether 
Mason’s words “in convention assem- 
bled” would hold good, it being point- 
ed out that it was the legislature, not 
a convention, dealing with the instru- 
ment. It was finally decided that this 
much of Mason’s language should be 
left intact. The bill now goes to con- 
ference. 

Republican leaders in the State 
sought to get into the revision provi- 
sions liberalizing voting qualifications, 
but they were unsuccessful. Neverthe- 
less, the afternoon newspaper, the 
News Leader, editgrially sided with Re- 
publicans, saying that the colored men- 
ace which had been submitted against 
the proposed liberalization, did not ex- 
ist, and that the drastic voting quali- 
fications were holding good citizens 
away from thepolls and leaving the 
State government to the politicians. 

The Republitans were given anjend- 
ment, however, providing that they can 
have representation on election boards. 
The revision must be ratified by an- 
other session of the assembly and then 


by the people before becoming effec- 
tive.

ALEXANDRIA’S MOVE 
“INTO COURTS AWAITED 


Both Senator Ball and Dele- 
gate Decline to Comment 
on Situation.

Richmond, Va., April 5.—There were 
some more urgent messages from Ar- 
lington county civic workers to Dele- 
gate C. T. Jesse today, but they sug- 
gested the reflex action of a chicken 
with its head cut off. Their county in- 
corporation bill is dead. 


The house committee on towns and 
cities, headed by Delegate C. A. Sin- 
clair, of Prince Wliliam county, report- 
ed to the house today that the bill 
had features which “vitally affected” 
the whole State. Presumably these 
features were the fact, developed by 
opponents of the bill, that the State 
roads in the county would be taken 
over by a “municipality,” if the county 
was incorporated, and that the State 
would have to pay half of the expenses 
of the courts set up. 

To be consistent the committee simi- 
larly dealt with a bill regarding sub- 
divisions in Richmond. Admittedly 
the committee’s action established a 
precedent. The Senate never gave the 
Arlington county bill a thought other 
than that it was purely a local matter. 


Alexandria Expanding. 


With the bill dead, interest has 
turned to the question of whether Al- 
exandria is to move in the near future 
to annex the Jefferson district of Ar- 
lington county, including the Potomac 
yards. That Alexandria will move 
through the courts to do this seems to 
be generally admitted. Those who have 
had to do with the matter from Alex- 
andria’s viewpoint give out assurance, 
however, that this move will not de- 
velop within the “reasonable~ future.” 
Yet there is some suggestion that the 
move may be made immediately, now 
that the incorporation bill has been 
killed. 

It has not been so very long since 
Alexandria did lop off a portion of not 
only this county but of Fairfax county, 
it is pointed out. Arlington county 
spokesmen pointed out that Alexandria 
enterprises have been extending their 
gas and water mains just as far into 
Arlington county as possible. 

Neither Senator Frank L. Ball, who 
sponsored the incorporation bill, nor 
Delegate Jesse would make any formal 
statement regarding the situation. The 
senator let it be known, however, that 
there was nothing further he could do. 
The senétor was not in favor of incor- 
poration, but his attitude was that the 
county should have the opportunity of 
voting on the matter. 

Mr, Jesse’s position was that if the 
question had developed to the point of 
an issue there might be grounds for an 
election, but at this stage, as he saw 
it, there was no sentiment for incor- 
poration; therefore, it was a needless 
expense to provide for an election.

Offutt declared that he had left suf- 
ficient food for the cattle, but on cross~- 
examination by the prosecution admit- 
ted that two animals could eat up the 
supply he left in two months. Offutt 
was defended by Attorney F. D. Rich- 
ardson, who noted an appeal from the 
decision of the couft. Charles Pickett 
and S. 8 McCandish, represented the 
State Humane society of Richmond, 
Va. ° 

Miss Blanche Finley, executive officer 
of the humane society; Mrs. ; . 
Blumenberg, vice president of the Ani- 
mal Rescue league of Washington; 
Commonwealth Attorney William C. 
Gloth and Sheriff Howard B. Fields, 
both of Arlington county, testified to 
conditions on the farm. 

As Offutt left the courtroom he was 
arrested by a Baltimore United States 
marshal on a warrant sworn out by O. 
L. Lockwood, of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, charging him 
with transporting cattle in interstate 
commerce without a permit. 

Taken before United States Commis- 
sioner John Barton Phillips, in Alex- 
andria, Offutt was reléezsed under $1,000 
bond to await the action of the Balti- 
more grand jury on the Federal charge. 

Miss Finley declared the fine was “en- 
tirely inadequate” and that she and 
others “had hoped for a prison sen- 
tence.” 

“Such a small fine could not be jus- 
tified in view of the terrible conditions 
found among the animals on the Offutt 
farm,” she declared, ‘The law provides 
a maximum sentence of $500 fine and 
a year in prison. This case is an in- 
stance of very great and flagrant cruel- 
ty, and a sentence of only a fine of 
one-tenth of the maximum certainly 
should not be considered adequate.”

Soak the bread and milk together over night 
or until soft, Thenrubtoapaste. Add the 
Crisco, sugar and salt; then the egg yolks 
beaten until light.

TIME LIMIT IS NOT FIXED 


(By the Associated Press.) 
Two decisions of major importance 
to broadcasting were announced yester- 
day by the Federal radio commission. 


The first notified the country’s radio 
users that for the present the limita- 
tions of wave length bands on which 
broadcasting has been done will be un- 

, and the second gave what 
amounts to a blanket license to all 
broadcasters in good standing to con- 
tinue operation. 

The commission declared all opera- 
tors who hold an old permit from the 
Commerce Department, and who have 
applied for a regular license before 
April 24, shall be deemed as legally 
authorized to continue. Such appli- 
cants will have full permission to con- 
tinue until the commission, under the 
new law, has been able to.pass on in- 
, dividual cases. Failure to submit an 
japplication by April 24 may subject 
the broadcaster to penalties aimed at 
unlicensed operators. 

Dealing with the broadcasting band, 
the commission said that the present 
allocations, between 550 and 1,500 kilo- 
cycles, on which stations have worked, 
would be ‘adhered to for the present, 
though some argument in favor of ex- 
tending the range was heard during 
recent hearings. This band provides 
89 channels for the 732 stations. 

So far as practicable. the order 
added, the commission will regard the 
band of higher frequencies between 
1,500 and 2,000 kilocyc’es as open for 
experimental work, and visual matter, 
/such as moving pictures or moving 
| views, in case inventions along these 
| lines are perfected.

Changes in the revenue law resulting from 
these considerations, if incorporated into law, 
will materially affect the annual revenue and 
the surplus. The Treasury receipts from in- 
ternal revenue taxes so far this year have ex- 
ceeded last year’s figures not only because of 
general business prosperity but because of 
sales of railroad securities and the collection 
of back taxes in excess of what was antici- 
pated. Acting Secretary Mills estimates that 
the surplus next June will be at least $500,- 
000,000. 

The joint committee now at work will. con- 
sider reduction of the corporate income tax, 
repeal of the Federal estate tax, and a reduc- 
tion of the automobile and amusement taxes. 
In view of the Supreme Court decision in re- 
gard to stock dividends, it is difficult to see 
how the government can compel the distribu- 
tion of large corporate earnings into taxable 
profits. It is impossible for Treasury officials 
and tax adjusters to determine just how much 
may be needed to operate a business without 
crippling it, or how much may be safely paid 
out in dividends, either cash or stock. 

All these matters make it difficult to esti- 
mate how much can bé safely cut in taxes, and 
how much additional revenue may be obtained 
from corporations now evading direct taxes. 
It is impossible accurately to estimate the rev- 
enue or surplus in June, 1928, or subsequent 
years. 

The policy of the Treasury Department is 
to reduce the public debt before reducing 
taxes. Hitherto the surplus has automatically 
been applied to a reduction of the debt. Ac- 
cording to a statement issued by the Treas- 
ury the total public debt March 31 last was 
$19,008,196,451; less balance in the Treasury 
on that day, the net debt was $18,584,860,363. 

Doubtless the congressional committee will 
take into consideration this large debt and 
the fact that the unusual increases in internal 
revenue receipts this fiscal year may not ma- 
terfalize during the next and subsequent fiscal 
years. In that case the surpluses in June, 1928 
and 1929, may decline or disappear. 

It is agreed that Federal expenses can not 
be reduced in the next few years. They will 
probably increase. The sinking fund and in- 
terest on the public debt are items of expendi- 
ture that must be met. The congressional 
committee doubtless will pay as much atten- 
tion to revenue as to tax relief.

THE MAIL CONTRACT,

MORTAL GOLF BALLS. 


England appears to be worried over the con- 
sequences lurking behind every swiftly driven 
golf ball. H.C. Kinch, a professional, while 
playing in tournament at Chipstead not long 
ago, killed a sparrow in full flight with his 
drive. Some time previously, J: Bamford, an- 
other professional, killed two wagtails in one 
play on the course at Chester. At Hawick a 
gull and a weasel have been slain by balls. 
At Hertz a partridge was felled, and at Newark 
a hard hit ball landed in a river and killed a 
two-pound trout. 

England is not a large country and does 
not possess vast numbers of wild animals. Nat- 
urally the country is aroused over this latest 
menace which, if continued over a sufficient 
period, might easily drive wild life to ex- 
tinction. But golf is a fine game and won- 
derful exercise, and since it has been so wide- 
ly adopted the standard of public health has 
been raised considerably. In so awkward a 
dilemma a decision naturally must be difficult. 
One can only sympathize with England, which 
faces the question as to whether golf or wild 
life shall become extinct. ' 

It is to be hoped that the condition will not 
spread across the ocean. Although this coun- 
try still has a rather liberal supply of wild 
animal life, it is not so plentiful that conserva- 
tion is unnecessary. The tendency should be 
watched carefully, and if the American golfer 
is.found to be killing off animals, something 
will have to be done.

GERMAN AIR TRANSPORT, 


Biatistics in regard to German air transport 
have just been given out by the Deutsche Luf- 
thansa A. G., an organization which controls 
the entire German commercial flying industry. 
Its ships covered in 1926 more than 3,800,000 
mfles on German airways and on those interna- 
tional lines which are operated by the Luf- 
thansa jointly with foreign companies. This 
represents an increase of approximately one- 

' third over the mileage flown by the two German 
air transport groups that were operating in 
1925. 

The Lufthansa carried more than 56,000 

passengers in 1926, in addition to some 380 
. metric tons of baggage, 260 metric tons of 
freight and 302 tons of postal matter and 
newspapers. The number of passengers carried 
was approximately 50 per cent higher than in 
1925, the baggage and freight 115 per cent 
more, and the postal matter 85 per cent more. 
These records were made despite the fact that 
during the first three months of 1926, during 
which time the Lufthansa was being formed, 
none of the ships of the two companies ‘from 
Which the consolidation was effected were in 
operation. , 

Germany is not falling behind in the de- 
velopment of commercial flying. Possibly the 
situation there is not comparable to that which | 
obtains in the United States, because the Ger- 
man fleets operate under government subsidy, 
but the fact remains that Germany has great 
“numbers of planes in regular service, carrying 
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A CONTROL DEVICE. 

The twelve months just past have been a 
gala period for applied science. Talking mov- 
ing pictures have been perfected and have been 
introduced to audiences throughout the coun- 
try.

It will turn on the illuminating 
system of an entire city at nightfall, and ex- 
tinguish it with the break of day. With it 
a shadow can stop a railroad train or maneu- 
ver a battleship. It will give advance warn- 
ing of thunderstorms, and count people and 
automobiles passing a given point. 
.* A decade ago industry turned toward ma- 
chine production, and the result of this revo- 
lution has been a better and cheaper product. 
Management has discovered, however, that the 
machine is subject to the errors of the human 
being ‘charged with its supervision, and there 
now seems to be a tendency to get away from 
human control in favor of mechanical super- 
vision. The grid-glow relay is a step in this 
direction, combining as it does, almost hu- 
man characteristics with unfailing and sure 
scientific precision.

Serge Koussevitzky Presents 
Pleasing Interpretation of 
Beethoven Works. 


FINAL RECITAL OF SERIES 


Serge 
Mtr the Russian conductor, who has 
been associated with the Boston or- 
ganization for several seasons and 
whose fame as a leader is acknowledg- 
ed not only in this country but in 
Europe. 

In keeping with the world-wide cele- 
bration of the 100th anniversary of the 
death of Beethoven the program was 
opened by a magnificent rendition of 
Beethoven’s great symphony “No. 1 in 
C. Minor.” This is one of the classics 
of Beethoven's works and the orchestra 
gave it justice. The ensemble tone 
was a thing of beauty and the phras- 
| ng was unusually fine and balanced. 
The second movement, “The Andante 
Cantabile,” one of the loveliest parts 
of any symphony, was exceedingly well 
done and splendid work was marked 
on the part of the strings particularly. 

The graceful menuetto with its trio 
was another fine part, while the finale 
with its adagio, a gem of melody, was 
greatly applauded. 

“Lilacs,” dedicated to Miss Amy 
Lowell and inspired by her poem of 
that title, was a novelty greatly liked, 
while the stirring measures of Wagner's 
“Ride of the Valkyries” proved a fav- 
orite also. 

The audience yesterday afternoon 
was fortunate in that the orchestra 
played two symphonies, the second be- 
ing the Symphony No. 5 in E minor, 
by Tschaikowsky. This symphony, with 
its undercurrent of Slavic melodies was 
familiar ground to the conductor, who 
iy into its playing all the fervor of 
is native genius and a masterly inter- 
ge of the work of his fellow 
av 
The first two movements, andante 
and andante cantabile, voiced every 
moot of music applicable to the sym- 
phony and with rare delicacy and a 
poetry of understanding Koussevitzky 
brought ort, their musical story with 
such surety of attack, such beauty of 
phrasing and cohesion on the part of 
the musicians that the applause was 
50 spontaneous at the close of the 
second movement that the musicians 
kad to wait a few minutes for it to 
Subside before beginning the dainty 
measures of the valse Movement sub- 
situted by Tschaikowsky for the usual 
scherzo movement of a symphony of 
this nature. 
The finale was Wagnerian in its in- 
tensity, the magnificence of its cli- 
maxes and its artistic crescendos. Mrs. 
Coolidge, who occupied a stage box 
with a party of friends, was the leader 
in an ovation at the conclusion of the 
program, which brought the conductor 
back to the stage again, after he had 
modestly retired, to bow his thanks 
and to share the applause with his mu- 
sicians.

PLANS ALREADY MADE 
TO AMEND MEASURE 


“High-Hat” Attitude of Re- 
serve Board Starts Move for 
Change in West. 


By NORMAN W. BAXTER. 
There will be no investigation of the 
“money trust” during the summer re- 
cess of Congress. The one authoriza- 
tion for an inquisitorial committee 
which was passed in the closing days 


of the Sixty-ninth Congress has died 
of inanition and the expose of the 
branch banking “lobby” which Senator 
Carter Glass, of Virginia, was to have 
conducted will be denied the public. 

Instead there may be, either in the 
coming Congress or the next, a con- 
certed effort to amend the Pepper-Mc- 
Fadden branch banking Dill, opposi- 
tion to which caused the demand for 
an official committee of inquiry. 

Preliminary consideration of the 
forces which worked against the Pep- 
per-McFadden bill has revealed the 
fact that there is not sufficient ma- 
terial on which to substantiate the 
charge made on the floor of the Senate 
by the Virginia senator that $100,000 
was expended and undue influence 
used to block the passage of the 
measure. > 


Sentiment Is Sought. 


Instead detailed study of the measure 
has demonstrated that there is more 
than point against which opposition 
may crystallize and be the cause of 

“action in one of the sessions of Con- 
gress that is to come. 

For the moment Joseph W. McIntosh, 
comptroller of the currency, is sound- 
ing out the sentiment of the banking 
interests of the country relative to the 
new features that are embraced in the 
bill. He has issued a questionnaire, 
addressed to the leading bankers of the 
country, in an effort to establish some 
fixed principle on such points as may 
be considered matters of opinion, 

Information from other sources has 
established the fact that there are two 
issues on which the financial interests 
of the country are far from clear, as 
far as the new measures are concerned. 

One center of opposition comes, as it 
did when the measure was before Con- 
gress, from the Branch Banking asso- 
clation, which in strict reality repre- 

"ysents those bankers who are interested 
in the chain system of banking. 


Chain Bankers to Fight. 


The Pepper-McFadden bill definitely 
has put an end to chain banking. It 
will be impossible now for financial 
institutions to extend their scope 
through the purchase of controlling 
stock in other institutions. Operations 
such as marked the Georgia collapse, 
when the failure of the parent bank 
involved 30 or more institutions, are no 
longer legal. 

The bill provides, however, that one 
branch bank may be established in 
cities of 25,000 population, two where 
the population is between 50,000 and 
_ 100,000 and in cities over that size the 
number of branches ts to be governed 
by the comptroller.of the Treasury. 

The chain banking interests are vio- 
lently opposed to is system. Their 
activities led to the demand for an in- 
vestigation by Senator Glass and in 
the Seventieth Congress they may be 
quiescent, but two years later it ap- 
pears to be almost certain that an ef- 
fort will be made to amend the Pepper- 
McFadden bill to permit of some a 
of chain operation. ' 

The second point of attack which al- 
ready has made itself apparent is 
against the Federal Reserve Board. 
Linked with the Pepper-McFadden bill 
was a proviso extending the life of the 
board indefinitely instead of limiting 
it, as was provided under the original 
charter. 


Dissatisfaction in West. 


Since the passage of the bill there 
has been complaint against a changed 
attitude on the part of the. board. 
Bankers who formerly were able to get 
accommodations within reason from 
the Federal Reserve banks have, in 
several instances found that when 
they sent paper into the bank to be 
discounted it was held for additional 
collateral on loans already made. 

There are at the present time sev- 
eral sections of the country where 
the financial institutions are in rather 
cramped condition. This is especially 
true in portions of the farm belt, 
where deflation has caught the banks 
with assets that can not be easily 
liquidated. Bankers generally feel 
that such conditions should be rec- 
ognized by the reserve banks and that 
® broader viewpoint should be taken 
in euch case than in the _ re- 
sions where business is normal. 

If the practice which bankers gen- 
erally have described as a “high hat” 
attitude on the part of the Federal 
reserve board continues, it is consid- 
ered entirely possible that an effort 
to limit the powers and functions of 
the reserve board may be brought into 
Congress with the effort to restore 
chain banking and through a coalition 
such as put the Pepper-McFadden bill 
across—although composed this time 
entirely of enemies of the measure— 
_— some changes in the existing 
aw.

1.5, BONDS MAY BE SOLD 
TO AD VETERANS? LOANS 


Course Would Be Taken to 
Insure Surplus Fund, 
Declares Mills. 


M’CARL APPEAL PLANNED: 


Bonds, which represent previous in- 
vestments of the veterans’ bureau out 
of the United States government life 
insurance fund, may be sold temporar- 
ily to insure a surplus fund for mak- 
ing loans to veterans, it was indicated 
yesterday by Acting Secretary of the 
Treasury Mills. 

The veterans’ bureau, it was dlis- 


closed, had prepared an appeal from 
the decision of Comptroller General Mc- 
Carl, denying the transfer of $25,000,- 
000 from the adjusted service certificate 
fund to the life insurance fund for 
making loans to veterans in case the 
demand for loans exceeded the $3,000,- 
000 a month now available from the 
life insurance fund. This appeal is 
being held in abeyance, pending nego- 
tiations with the Treasury. 

Mr. Mills indicated the possibility of 
selling tempcrarily enough of the 
bonds belonging to the life insurance 
fund to insure a sufficient amount of 
money to make loans to the veterans in 
compliance with the demand. It was 
the desire of Director Frank T. Hines, 
of the veterans’ bureau, in requesting 
the transfer of $25,000,000 from the ad- 
justed service certificate fund to pro- 
vide a reserve sufficient to prevent the 
possibility of the bureau having to cur- 
tail the loans to veterans. The tem- 
porary selling of the bonds, which 
would stipulate that the government 
could repurchase them, would give this 
surety, it was said. 

The bureau will have available 38 - 
200,000 for loans this month,: Harold 
W. Breining, assistant director in 
charge of finance, said. This amount 
includes money accrued in March. 


Car Loadings Again 
Top Million Mark 


(By the Associated Press.) 


Freight loadings for the week ended 
March 26 exceeded the 1,000,000 car 
mark for the third consecutive week, 
the American Railway association an- 
nounced yesterday. They totaled 
1,008,888 cars, an increase of 2,027 
over the preceding week and of 40,493 
over the corresponding week last year. 

Miscellaneous freight totaled 375,- 
939 cars, an increase of 14,361 over the

F all the fabrics that are smart 
for spring, the newést are the 
“featherweight woolens’”—not the 
lightweight jerseys and crepellas that 
are so smart for sports all the year 
around, but fine, sheer fabrics, so light 
that they are aimost transparent.

CONSUMPTION NOT SO CONTA- 
GEOUS. 


T seems we have been too strict 

with consumptives. So far as 

adults are conhcerned, it seems they 
are in very little danger of being in- 
fected by associating with consump- 
tives. Maybe our practice in the con- 
trol of conésumptivés can slip a little 
without endangering grown people, 

In a close study of 200 adult con- 
sumptives as to how they contracted 
the disease, made by Dr. Maher, it ap- 
peared that only two contracted it 
from close association with an adult 
consumptive. 

A study of husbands and wives 
showéd that some husbands and wives 
contract the disease from their con- 
jugal partners, but not many. There 
is some danger in living with a con- 
sumptive husband, nursing him and 
caring for him within the household, 
but the danger is not great. It is small 
egough to be overcomé by intelligent 
efforts to achieve safety. 


Dr. Maher’s study showed that work- 
ing for a long time in very dusty air 
was very much the most frequent 
cause of consumption in adults. Liv- 
ing in dusty air caused the infection 
of 100, or one-half the total number 
studiéd. Thirteen, or about 6.5 per 
cént, ascribed their trouble to drinking 
raw milk from tuberculous cows. This 
cause of adult tuberculosis ranks next 
to prolonged exposure to dust. Ex- 
posure to tuberculogis in childhood 
ranked third. 

In certain European consumption 
hospitals they have a policy with re- 
lation to exposure of children that dif- 
férs from the policy in this country. 
Children are testéd with tuberculin. If 
they do not react they are very rigor- 
ously excluded from all contact with 
people who have consumption. If they 
do react, they are allowed to come and 
go with conaidéfable liberty among the 
consumptives. The basis of this prac- 
tice is that children who react to tu- 
berculin have built up some immunity 
and are building more. Those who do 
not react can not be trusted to resist 
the infection. 

The Maher study indicates that we 
can modify the quarantine of cohsump- 
tion with safety. That does not mean 
that it is safe to go back to the old 
level. To do that would cause the 
consumption rate to crawl back up. It 
also indicates that the most effective 
way to fight consumption is to fight 


dusty air. The man who would ¢es-

cape the disease must avoid working 
in dust above all else. He can do a 
certain amount of visiting his sick 
friends with safety. Certainly he need 
not run away from his sick wife. 

The policy with children referred to 
suggests that when an adult is found 
to have consumption the children in 
the family should have a tuberculin 
test.

HE pointer for today is: 
With eight cards of a suit head- 
ed by Acé-King-Jack in Declarer’s 
two hands, the Jack finesse generally 
should be tried; with nine cards, try 
to drop the adverse Queen. 


Yesterday we left a Declarer in the 
midst of a difficult problem, namely: 
determining how he would be most 
apt to go game after the adversaries 
had establishéd a suit, with which they 
will save the game 4f they obtain the 
lead in time to do so. The complete 
hands follow:

Two Club tricks had been pldyed, the 
King winning the first and the Queen 
in Dummy the second. The play had 
shown that the Ace-Ten and one small 
Club was left in West’s hand, and one 
small Club in East’s hand. 

As East has a Club to lead, a finesse 
lost either way would be fatal; and De- 
clarer’s problem is how to get the next 
eight tricks. His best chance is to try 
for three Hearts, four Diamonds and 
- Spade. The Diamond suit should 

e tried first; in it there is only one 
way to finesse, so trick 3 the Deuce 
should be led from Dummy and the 
trick won with the Ace. -Trick 4, a 
Diamond should be led froth Closed 
Hand and the Jack finessed. When 
that finesse wins, four Diamond tricks 
are assured; but to make game it is 
necessary to win the Heart finesse also. 
The Spade finesse would be just as 
apt to win as the Heart finesse, but 
winning it would not make game, so 
the Heart finesse is the one to try. 

Trick 5, lead a Heart from Dummy 
and finesse. When the finesse wins, 
lead the Seven of Diamonds from Closed 
Hand and win with the King of Dia- 
monds in Dummy, thus providing that 
the last Diamond in Dummy is higher 
than the last Diamond in Closed Hand. 
Then without cashing the fourth Dia- 
mond, try the Heart finesse again. 
When it wins, lead (trick 8) the Four 
of Diamonds from Closed Hand, win- 
ning with the Six in Dummy. Seven 
tricks kave now been won; the two 
Aces ensure the game, so with three 
Clubs left in West’s hand the Spade 
finesse should not be risked. 

Tomorrow we will consider a hand 
in which Dummy has Queen-x and 
Closed Hand Ace-x-x.

Portland, Ore., April 6 (By A. P.).—

Samuel Hill, son-in-law of the late

Perhaps the most notable feature as 
to bank clearings for March is the 
enormous expansion shown over Janu- 
ary The bank clearings in 127 cities / 
for March were $48,261,949,000, which 
makes a gain of $3,806,000,000, or 8.5 
per cent over January, whereas in 
March a year ago the gain over Janu- 
ary was only $864,000,000, or 18 per 
cent. A compilation by Bradstreet’s 
shows clearings in 1925 fell off from 
January by %4,106,000,000, or by 9 per 
cent. 

Responsibility for the large increase 
in March this year over January is 
centered largely at New York, whose 
clearings totaled $28,728,000,000, a gain 
of $3,166,000,000 over January. Thus 
three-fourths of the gain in 127 cities 
was at New York, which furnished only 
59 per cent of the clearings. Washing- 
ton clearings in March, which totaled 
$121,510,443, showed an increase over 
January of $4,435,479. 

The increase over March a year ago 
in the cities included in this review is 
15 per cent, but New York showed a 
gain of 2.2 per cent, whereas the 126 
other cities furnished clearings of 
$19,534,194,000, and actually fell six- 
tenths of 1 per cent below March, 1926. 

Clearings for the three calendar 
months of 1927 total %$132,498,366,000, 
a decrease of two-tenths of 1 per cent 
from the like three months last year, 
New York clearings gaining nine-tenths 
of 1 per cent, whereas the clearings of 
the other 126 cities decreased 1.8 per 
cent from a year ago. Features of the 
returns from the other cities are the 
heavy decreases shown in the Southern 
group, 12.4 per cent, and the slight 
loss shown at Northwestern cities, 
whereas the New England group gained 
9.7 per cent, the Southwestern group 
3.2 per cent the far Western 1.8. per 
cent and the central Western cities 1.3

Rheumatism.

TLANTA, Ga., April 5-—For the 
third time in the last four years 
rain this afternoon prevented the 

Nationals and Giants from showing 
their wares to Atlanta baseball fans. 
Dark clouds threatened all morning, 
but it was not until game time ap- 
proached that the weather man got in 
his real licks. 

This means that the series with the 
McGraw men will be shortened to 
twelve games, the same number which 
were played both last spring and in 
1925, when the two outfits ended up 
with an even break. In order to get 
a 50-50 division in the series this year 
Bucky Harris and his charges will have 
to do some tall stepping. The pres- 
ent count gives the Giants the edge, 
5 to 2, and in order to break even the 
Nats must cop four of the remaining 
five scheduled. 


The calling off of this afternoon's 
game enabled the two teams to take 
an earlicr train for Augusta where 


hostilities will be renewed tomor- 
row. Hollis Thurston and Garland 
Braxton were due, to do the fling- 
ing today, and the former wil be 
held over, with Deacon Jones prob- 
ably finishing out. 


Manager Harris is fearful that his in- 
jured finger may keep him out. of. the 
line-up for some time after the. start 
of the season, and plans to undergo an 
operation on the digit upon his return 
to Washington with the team Thursday. 

Although he has not consulted physi- 
clans during the Nats’ barnstorming 
trip, he plans to visit the club’s doctor 
.in Washington in the hopes that an 
operation will facilitate the healing of 
the wound. “If I have to have this 
done,” Harris said, “I might as well get 
it over with, as it will enable me to get 
back in the game that much sooner.” 


The numerous cases of stomach 
trouble and indigestion whtich have 
played havoc with the Nationals, 
along with injuries, have just about 
convinced the Washington club 
bosses that a “training table” its 
needed, and Manager Harris is au- 
thority for the statement that next 
spring the question of diet will 
come in for serious consideration. 


At the Tampa Bay hotel, the Harris- 
men’s spring headquarters, the players 
live on the American plan, being hand- 
ed a bill of fare at each meal on 
which is listed every kind. of feed. 
Some of the’ combinations ordered 
would make a dietitian throw up his 
hands and rush for an undertaker. 

Florida is noted for such things as 
oranges, grapefruit and fish, which all 
of the Nats. seem to enjoy. They also 
are told that coffee and tea are bad 
for their nerves and that milk is the 
proper drink, with ice cream a most 
appropriate dessert. But the boys are

LEVELAND, Ohio, March 5.—With 
indications pointing toward a rec- 
ord crowd, the world’s basketball 

championship series between New 
York and Cleveland will open here to- 
morrow night in the spacious Public 
auditorium.

If by that time 
the championship has not been de- 


cided there will be a fourth or 
fifth game, if necessary. 


. The players will participate in the 
division of the gate receipts of the first 
three games... They will divide 60 per 
cent, with the winning team taking 
60 per cent of that figure and the los- 
ing. combination getting 40 per cent. 
The -receipts of the fourth and fifth 
contests will be split between the club 
owners and ‘the league treasury. 

Tomorrow afternoon the directors of 
the league will meet in annual execu- 
tive session when plans for the next 
season will be talked over. Those ex- 
pected to appear are George Marshall, 
of Washington; William L. Ornstein, of 
Baltimore; Jules Aronson, of Philadel- 
phia; John Whitty, of New York; Jack 
Neiman, of Rochester; George Halas, of 
Chicago; Clarence Alter, of Fort Wayne, 
and Max Rosenblum, of Cleveland. 


It has been proposed by ee 
to extend the schedule in 1927-2 
to 70. games, which would be as 
more than were played in the cam- 
paign recently closed.. Marshall also 
would have the schedule patterned 
after baseball, with the various 
teams playing at home for six days 
or a week at a time and then taking 
to the road. 


The Celtics are contemplating stag- 
ing their contests next year in Madison 
Square Garden, but they will be un- 
able to contract. for the hall unless they 
lease it for a week at a time. 

Very. likely the directors will talk 
trade in these méetings,. as it has been 
known that deals have been figured 
out by Philadelphia, Baltimore and 
Rochester.

An industrial accomplishment seldom 
seen has resulted from te cooperation 
of railway managers and shippers, Sec- 
retary of Commerce Herber. C. Hoover 
Geciared yesterday at the luncheon of| 
the fourteenth meeting of the Atlantic | 
States shippers’ advisory board in the 


Willard hotel. The morning and after- 
noon sessions, attended by more than 
500 delegates, were given over to con- 
sideration of transportation conditions 
and the business outlook for the next 
three months. 

In the wake of the war, Secretary 
Hoover declared, the railroads were de- 
moralized, but in five short years the) 
country, through the earnest efforts of 
the railway officials and the shippers, 
saw for the first time complete and ad- | 
equate transportation. Citing examples | 
and figures to prove his contention, the 
speaker declared: 

"If anyone wants to argue the ques- 
tion of government ownership of the 
railways in the United States, he has| 
to get over this concrete demonstration | 
of the capacity of private ownership | 
to solve its own problems.” 

Secretary Hoover was the only speaker 
at the lunckeon, at which W. J. L. 
Banham, of New York, general chair- 
man of the board, presided. Reports 
submitted at the morning and after- 
moon sessions revealed an indication of | 
mMiarked stimulation of business in the | 
Bastern States during the next three | 
months. Forty industries were repre- | 
sented and delegates from half of these | 
anticipated an increase in transporta- | ¢ 
tion requirements during the three | 
months. | 

With these reports, railroad officials 
Can calculate the needs in car require- 
mients for the second quarter of 1927. 

The shippers’ advisory board is a 
volunteer organization of skippers in 
this territory which meets each quar- 
ter with representatives of railroads 
for discussion and settlement of prob- 
lems.

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SENTENCED TO DIE 
N CHAIR ON JULY 8 


Slight Emotion Is Shown by 
Three Men Upon Hearing 
Judge Pronounce Doom. 


NEW TRIALS REFUSED 
AND APPEALS ARE NOTED 


Eagles, Moreno and Proctor 
Are First Sent to Electro- 
cution in District. 


“The sentence of the law is, that 
you be electrocuted by causing to pass 
through your body a current of elec- 
tricity of sufficient intensity to cause 
your death and thgt the application 
of such current shall be continued 
until you are dead; and may God have 
mercy on your soul.” 

Nicholas Lee Eagles, 35 years old; 
Samuel Moreno, 19, and John Cline 
Proctor, 18, yesterday were thus sen- 
tenced to die on July 8 for the murder 
of Patrolman Leo W. K. Busch by 
Justice William Hitz in criminal divi- 
sion of the District Supreme court. 
The time of the electrocution was set 
between the hours of 10 a. m. and 2 
p. m., in the death chamber at the 
District jail. 

Eagles was the first sentenced. Asked 
if he had anything to say before the 
sentence was. passed, the erstwhile 
actor and bandit replied: “Yes, sir. 
One thing. I was convicted on rob- 
beries. That’s all.” 

Then, his face pale with fear, his 
thick lips apart and his narrow eyes 
wide with terror, he heard the sen- 
tence. As he sat down and heard the 
others condemned, he bowed his head 
and rubbed his hands together in a 
gesture of resignation. 


Proctor Smiles. 


Moreno declared he had nothing to 
say before the sentence, then faced 
the court and while the sentence was 
read; his facial expression was one of 
unchanging and intense solemnity. 
He sat down, ran his hand through his 
long, black hair and smiled sheepishly. 

Proctor met the death condemnation 
with a smile. In response to the ques- 
tion, “Have you anything to say as to 
why sentence should not be passed 
upon you?” the youngest and most 
debonair of the bandit gang replied in 
a clear, strong voice, “No, sir; I have 
nothing to say.” His face, blanched 
with a prison pallor, then lit into a 
smile, half-expressionless, as Justice 
Hitz intoned the sentence. 

The entire proceeding required only 
10 minutes. At 1:35 o’clock the trio 
were led into the crowded courtroom, 
guarded by scores of marshals and 
headquarters detectives. As Justice 
Hitz began to give his decision on mo- 
tions for new trials, he was interrupted 
by James B. Archer, counsel for Proc- 
tor, who was granted permission to 
make a statement. The veteran crimi- 
nal attorney declared that public 
clamor had attended the seven-week 
trial, which resulted in the conviction 
of the three, and despite the “utter in- 
sufficiency of the government's evi- 
dence” the judgment of the court would 
be accepted with the utmost confidence 


First Sentences to Chair. 


Justice Hitz then denied all motions 
for new trials and proceeded with the 
sentence. It marked the first time in 
the career of the amiable judge that he 
was called upon to deliver the death 
sentence and he was visibly affected 
The death sentences were the first im- 
posed since the law prohibiting hang- 
ing for capital punishment in the Dis- 
trict was enacted. 

When the court had completed the 
sentences, defense attorneys, Clifford 
Grant and Martin O'Donoghue, for 
Moreno; Louis Tannenbaum, for Eagles, 
and Archer noted appeals to the Court 
of Appeals. Then Archer arose and 
said, “I guess that’s all, isn’t it, your 
pl Justice Hitz replied, “That's 
all.” 

The three were led from the court- 
room, placed in the prison van and 
taken to the District jail. Upon arrival 
at the jail they were taken from the 
cells they have occupied since last Sep- 
tember and assigned to cells in “mur- 
derers’ row” in the first floor tier, in 
compliance with a charge in the death 
sentence that they be “kept in close 
confinement.” 


Courtroom Crowded. 


Maj. W. L. Peak, superintendent of 
the jail, who has been designated as 
executioner of the three, was present in 
court when the death charge was read. 
George D. Horning, jr., and James J. 
O'Leary, young prosecutors, who gained 
the government’s victory in the trial, 
were also present. The courtroom was 
crowded despite efforts to keep secret 
the time when the sentence would be 
passed. 

Patrolmen Busch and Frank L: Ach 
were wounded in the Grant circle gun 
battle September 26. The night of the 
shooting the three convicted murderers 
and John Falls McCabe were arrested 
and accused of the shooting. Their 
trial, the longest in recent criminal 
court history, resulted in convictions of 
Moreno, Eagles and Proctor and acqulit- 
tal for McCabe February 26. Since that 
time Justice Hitz has had the motions 
for new trials under advisement. 


North Dakota Avenue 
Widening Is Approved 


Widening of North Dakota avenue 
from Kansas avenue to North Capitol 
street from 120 feet to 130 feet was 
recommended by the coordinating com- 
mittee, National Capital park and plan- 
ning commission, yesterday. The Dis- 
trict commissioners will hold public 
hearings on this and other highway 
changes April 16. 

Extension of Savannah avenue south- 
east, from Congress Heights parallel to 
and east of Alabama avenue to Mas- 
sachusetts avenue in the vicinity of 
Fort Dupont was discussed, but action 
was deferred. The highway plan cal's 
for extension of Savannah avenue part 
of the way.
